As the jury left Birmingham Crown 
Court to consider their verdict this 
week, the county held its breath. 

Months of police investigation into 
the death of India Chipchase and 
weeks of testimonies in court came to 
an end on Tuesday. 

We know now - in awful detail - the 
final moments of India’s short life at 
the hands of rapist and murderer, 
Edward Tenniswood. 

Our first thoughts go to that poor 
young woman, who had so much 
ahead of her and was loved by so 
many. 

But our hearts go to her family, who 
have spoken this week of the horror 
they endured finding out she was first 
missing and, later, found dead. 

No sentence could ever be long 
enough for the people who have lost a 
sister, daughter, girlfriend, friend;

fraction. 

Watching a video of her father speak¬

Failed £65m cuts 
will mean change

Swingeing cuts planned by 
Northamptonshire County 
Council this year are to be 
changed - after the authority 
admitted it will not be able to 
meet the target of £65 mil¬ 
lion of savings. 

The council agreed in April 
to a catalogue of cuts includ¬ 
ing closing down eight chil¬ 
dren’s centres, reducing the 
funding to Northants Fire 
and Rescue Service and clos¬ 
ing Ecton Brook Care Home. 

Although documents put to 
the council at a meeting show 


it is on track to make £30 mil¬ 
lion of those savings, the 
authority says it is unlikely 
the remaining £35 million 
will be achieved. 

As a result, it will now be 
making millions of pounds of 
new cuts to adult social care 
and children’s services, in a 
bid to cope with the cuts in 
fundingfromthe Government 
to local authorities. 

Among the £20 million of 
changes are staffing reduc¬ 
tions in children’s services, 
which will save £3.5 million; 
a review of adults on inde¬ 
pendent care budgets, which 
will save a further £1.1 mil¬ 


lion; and a cut to its Discharge 
Team - which works to help 
patients leave hospital with a 
care package in place - which 
would save £650,000. 

Cabinet member for finance 
at Northants County Council, 
Cllr Robin Brown, said: “Like 
all councils we have signifi¬ 
cant budget challenges... 

“The proposals put forward 
of course involve tough deci¬ 
sions but at the heart of them 
is our determination to make 
sure we fulfil our statutory 
duties and do this in a way 
that demonstrates fair and 
equitable use of taxpayers’ 
money.”

MP’s £30k fund 
probed by police

Donations totalling £30,000 
to a Northampton MP’s gen¬ 
eral election campaign - 
from individuals linked to a 
firm at the centre of an 
investigation into the miss¬ 
ing £10.25 million loan to the 
Cobblers - are being probed 
by police. 

The Electoral Commission 
has passed a file onto the 
police which details three 
payments of £10,000 to David 
Mackintosh’s Northampton 
South election fighting fund 
between April and May 2014. 

The individuals who made 
the donations to the ex-leader 
of Northampton Borough 
Council had links to the 
owner of 1st Land Ltd - the 
firm which was passed most 
of a £10.25m loan made to 
Northampton Town FC by the 
borough council, intended to 
redevelop its stadium. 



The links to firm owner 
Howard Grossman from the 
three individuals include: 
being business associates, 
and having a family member 
who was a former employee 
of the owner. 

Confirming that ‘specialist 
investigators’ are now assess¬ 
ing whether there has been a 
criminal breach of election 
law, a spokesperson for 
Northants Police said: 
“Following an initial investi¬ 
gation into election fund 
donations made in the 


Northampton South constit¬ 
uency, the Electoral 
Commission has passed the 
information to police to con¬ 
tinue the investigation. 

“The information provided 
is currently being assessed by 
specialist investigators 
alongside thousands of docu¬ 
ments obtained in the far- 
reaching and independent 
investigation into the lending 
of £10.25m to NTFC.” 

In total, after the borough 
council lent the £10.25m to 
the Cobblers when David 
Cardoza was chairman - who 
was arrested and bailed ear¬ 
lier this year - £8.75 million 
was then transferred to 1st 
Land Ltd and County 
(Oundle) Ltd - both owned by 
Mr Grossman 

Mr Mackintosh has told the 
BBC he will ‘co-operate fully 
with police’, and says he has 
‘no reason to believe that the 
donations were from anyone 
other than named donors’. 


New homes set to boost jobs

new homes, more than 4,000 
jobs and millions of pounds worth 
of improvements to Towcester. 

Members of South 
Northamptonshire Council’s 


development control 
committee approved a reserved 
matters application giving the go 
ahead for the first stage of con¬ 
struction consisting of 246 new 
homes on July 28. 

Bloor Homes is one of the 
developers due to build at the site 


and investment 

to the south of the town which is 
generating investment in services 
such as healthcare, education 
and transport links. 

The three new employment 
areas will generate 2,800 
permanent jobs by the time con¬ 
struction has finished.

This is the moment India 
Chipchase was targeted and lured 
into a taxi by Edward Tenniswood 
who was this week convicted of her 
rape and murder. 

The 20-year-old left NB’s night¬ 
club in Northampton on lanuary 30 
when the 52-year-old spotted her. 

Speaking close to her face, 
Tenniswood told his victim: ‘I'll get 
you home safe' before ushering her 
into a taxi. These were the bar¬ 
maid's final moments before being 
led to Tenniswood's home in 
Stanley Road (see below ).

‘Delusional’ killer 
faces life in jail

A ‘loner fantasist' has been jailed for life with 
a minimum of 30 years for the rape and 
murder of India Chipchase - a barmaid he 
strangled to death after luring her from a 
nightclub to his house. 

Edward Tenniswood, 52, was convicted of 
the 20-year-old’s death on Tuesday, after Judge 
Mr Justice Saunders described his actions as 
‘a crime of utter depravity’ against a ‘vulner¬ 
able’ woman he took advantage of. 

The jury heard over a 10-day trial how India, 
an aspiring paramedic, had been on a night 
out with friends at NB’s bar in Bridge Street in 
the early hours of January 30 when she got 
drunk and told a bouncer: ‘I just want to go 
home’. But seconds after being put in a taxi, 
she decided to leave. 

It was at this point she met ‘oddball’ 

Tenniswood - a meeting that would lead her to 
her death. While she stood outside the bar, he 
chanced upon her, offering to take her to his 
house and promising: ‘don’t worry, I’ll get you 
home safe’. 

After luring her to a taxi and arriving at his 
house - which was covered in dust sheets (pic¬ 
tured above ) - Tenniswood claimed the pair 
had ‘loving’ sex twice, during which India ‘put 
his hands on her neck and applied pressure’. 

The prosecution said he raped his victim with 
her clothes on and then ‘squeezed the life’ out 
of her. 

The former bookeeper said he then went to 
sleep, before dressing India and placing a 
sheet over her. He left the house, bought a

kebab, and checked into Ibis Hotel in Mayfair 
where he spent 22 hours drinking lager. 

On January 31, when police found India’s 
body and arrested Tenniswood at the hotel, he 
said to an officer: ‘I suppose you’ve been to the 
house and found what you were looking for?’ 

The prosecutor said Tenniswood ‘showed no 
regret’ for what he had done, describing his 
entire story as a ‘disturbing fantasy account’. 

The rapist and murderer now faces a lifetime 
in jail.

One of India Chipchase’s 
sisters has vowed to ‘remem¬ 
ber the good and funny 
moments of her life’. 

Pia, 15, said on Facebook: 
“We finally have justice. Ind 
can rest in paradise now.” 

India’s mum and dad, 


Suzanne and Jeremy, said 
their daughter’s death has left 
a ‘huge void’. 

Jeremy spoke of his torment 
at saying goodbye to India, 
carrying her coffin and his 
realisation at a wedding that 
he’ll never get to walk her 


down the aisle. He added: 
“I’m sure that I and other 
family members will contin¬ 
ually have moments like this 
of pain, anguish, emotion, 
until we take our last breath.” 

India also had another sister 
Honor and brother Harry.

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Group is ready to 
vote on plant plan

A community has vowed it is 
‘ready to push the button’ 
and hold its own referendum 
on a controversial plan to 
build a £160 million power 
plant - despite the council 
voting against the idea. 

Developers Rolton Kilbride 
want to build a 45-metre high 
waste-to-energy plant at the 
Westbridge Depot site in St 
James, Northampton, which 
it says would supply heat to 
2,000 homes at cheap prices. 

But despite listing 29 advan¬ 
tages of the energy centre, the 
proposal has attracted objec¬ 
tions from a growing number 
of people who fear it would 
cause an increase in traffic 
and damage air quality. 

And when Northampton 
Borough Council was 
moments away from agreeing 
an option to lease the ear-

marked land to the developer 
- which would have sped up 
the planning process - a pub¬ 
lic outcry forced the authority 
to withdraw the decision. 

However, when activists 
requested via a councillor for 
Northants County Council 


(NCC) to hold a referendum 
on the plans before any plan¬ 
ning applications are submit¬ 
ted, it was rejected. 

Now the community has 
decided to turn their back on 
the council’s decision, and 
are ready to hold their own 
referendum - should an appli¬ 
cation be submitted to the 
authority. 

Graham Croucher, chair¬ 
man of St James Residents’ 
Association (SJRA), said: 
“Following the regrettable 
actions of both NCC, and 
Rolton Kilbride who despite 
stating that ‘if the people of St 
James did not want the plant, 
it will not be built” - why 
make such a statement and 
then shy away from meaning¬ 
ful democratic public engage¬ 
ment? - SJRA and community 
activists are left with no 
choice but to do our own 
referendum, such is the 
importance of the issue.” 


Energy centre set for new university campus 


An energy centre is to be built at the new University 
of Northampton campus - just four miles away from 
the site of another planned, but controversial and 
much bigger power plant in the town (above). 

The University of Northampton has submitted a 
planning application to build the plant at its new 


Waterside Campus, off Bedford Road, which would 
include a 26 metre high chimney. 

It would be built by next summer and house three 
gas boilers and thermal storage areas - all of which 
would generate heat and electricity that would be 
distributed to all the buildings on the new campus.

It’s rung down the 
curtain and joined the choir 
invisible. This is an ex-jour- 
nalist’s Twitter account.” 

To my mind if you report the 
news you should have some¬ 
thing to say on Twitter and be 
able to inform people of what 
is happening and not to be 
like the Norwegian Blue who 


is pining for the Fjords. Being 
a journalist and having a 
Twitter account you do not 
use is like having a mobile 
phone and never having it 
switched on and then com¬ 
plaining you never get any 
calls. 

Twitter can be seen like a 
miniature television channel, 
one which should educate, 
entertain and enlighten. 

It can do all those things if 
you follow the right people. 
Twitter tells us if you have an 
account you should all tweet 
at least once a day. 

If any journalist doesn’t 
tweet every day and more 
than once then they have 
nothing to say so no one 
should listen to them. 

Unfollow them straight 
away and follow a voice worth 
listening too.

Speaking to me in Garage 2 
in the National Paddock,

“This car was someone’s 
restoration project which 
they never got to finish but 
all the parts were bagged 
and labelled which was 
great. 

“A lot of restoration 
projects never get finished 
and this is one of them.

was great rebuilding the car. 
It feels like a 1950s car the 
way it slides around.” 

My next pitstop was to visit 
the eBay Restoration Live 
Challenge. 

This was where Fergus 
Walkinshaw, a Scottish 
racing driver, FW 
Motorsport team owner and 
son of the late motor indus¬ 
try icon Tom Walkinshaw, 
was restoring a 1983 Range 
Rover Classic. 

Along with his team of four 
mechanics, they had to 
finish the project in three 
days and source all the 
material they needed off 
auction site eBay. 

Speaking on Saturday, 
Fergus said: “This challenge 
has been different. It has not 
been easy especially 
due to the time 
scale involved. 

“One of the 
things about 
doing restora¬ 
tion projects is 
people are 
unable to find 
the parts as 
they have 
ceased to be 
made so tend to 
give up. 

“With this Range Rover we 
have been able to get all the 
parts we needed which we 




got before we started. 

We needed 80 differ¬ 
ent parts for the 
Range Rover.” 
Walking around 
Silverstone I was 
amazed and 
delighted by how 
much there was to 
see. It did not matter 
if you walked around 
a section again, you 
always spotted some¬ 
thing new. 

Among the exhibitions I 
saw was the James Hunt 


Celebration, Aston Martin, 
Porsche, MG, Austin Healey, 
Jaguar, BMW and iconic FI 
racing cars - and the list 
went on. 

If you love cars you would 
have been in heaven and 
even if you were not a huge 
fan you could still enjoy the 
Silverstone Classic with so 
much to see and do. 

If you’ve never been, I 
would urge you to go, I 
would love to go again next 
year.

Plan to restore 
hall to its glory

New proposals which could see Overstone 
Hall restored to its former glory have 
taken a step further forward. 

At its meeting on July 28 Daventry 
District Council agreed to work with the 
new owners, Barry Howard Homes, to 
secure the future of the Victorian Grade 
II-listed premises which were badly 
damaged by fire in 2001 and have contin¬ 
ued to gradually decay. 

The council has decided to pursue an 
approach to restore the site based on 


Historic England’s (formerly English 
Heritage) policy on ‘enabling develop¬ 
ment’ - this is when development 
normally considered unacceptable is 
permitted because the resulting public 
benefits outweigh the harm. 

An example would be to build new hous¬ 
es where planning policy would normally 
prohibit them, with the profits used to pay 
to restore an important heritage asset. 

Councillor David James, Daventry 
District Council’s strategic planning 
portfolio holder, said: “Achieving the 
restoration of Overstone Hall after it was 
ravaged by fire 15 years ago has been a 
long-standing objective for our council.”

Carioca Arena 3 



Maracana 

The famous stadium will stage key 
football matches and the opening and 
closing ceremonies. Modernised for 
the 2014 World Cup. 

Sambodromo 

Traditionally used for samba school 
parades during carnival, the 
Sambodromo will host archery and 
the start and finish of the marathons. 

Olympic Arena 

A legacy of the 2007 Pan American 
Games, and home to artistic and 
rhythmic gymnastics and trampoline. 

Olympic Stadium 

Also built for the Pan American 
Games, the Olympic Stadium hosts 
early stages of the football before 
making way for athletics. 

Pontal 

A temporary facility on the coast 
which is the start and finish for road 
cycling time trials and race walking. 

Riocentro 

Various pavilions will host badminton, 
boxing, table-tennis and weightlifting, 
with a ‘low-speed air conditioning 
system’ in pavilion four. 

Carioca Arena 1 

The home of basketball was built for 
the Games and afterwards will be part 
of the Olympic Training Centre. 

Youth Arena 

Located on Avenida Brasil, one of 
Rio’s busiest streets, the Youth Arena 
holds the modem pentathlon’s fencing 
matches and women’s basketball. 

Beach Volleyball Arena 

A temporary structure with a centre 
court for the matches, five training 
courts and two warm-up courts. 

Whitewater Stadium 

Contains 25 million litres of water in 
two canoe slalom courses, one for 
competition measuring 250m and a 
200m training course. 

Lagoa Stadium 

Rodrigo de Freitas Lake, one of the 
city’s main landmarks, stages the 
rowing and canoe sprint events. 

Olympic BMX Centre 

Occupying around 4,000 square 
metres of the Radical Park, the BMX 
centre has a dirt track full of ramps 
and turns. 


Mountain Bike Centre 

Also part of the Radical Park, the 
5,400m track makes the most of the 
natural contours of the land. 

Fort Copacabana 

The starting point for road cycling, 
open-water swimming and triathlon. 
Set at one end of Copacabana Beach. 

Rio Olympic Velodrome 

The track venue will be used as a 
training centre for high-performance 
athletes after the Games. 

Maria Lenk Aquatics Centre 

Named after the first Brazilian woman 
to participate in the summer 
Olympics, in Los Angeles in 1932, the 
centre will host diving, synchronised 
swimming and water polo. 

Olympic Equestrian Centre 

Another legacy of the Pan American 
Games, it has been modernised and 
expanded for the Games and contains 
the jumping and eventing arena and 
cross-country course. 

Carioca Arena 2 

The home for wrestling and judo will 
become a training centre for a variety 
of sports after the Games. 

Carioca Arena 3 

Home of the taekwondo and fencing 
competitions, the venue will become a 
specialist sports school with capacity 
for 850 full-time students. 

Olympic Golf Course 

Built for the Games on reclaimed 
land, the course was designed by 
renowned architect Gil Hanse.

Future Arena 

Home to handball, the arena is a 
temporary structure which will be 
dismantled after the Games and used 
in the construction of four schools. 

Olympic Hockey Centre 

Renovated after the Pan American 
Games, the hockey centre has two 
artificial pitches. 

Deodoro Aquatics Centre 

The venue for the swimming in the 
modem pentathlon features a 
renovated outdoor pool. 

Deodoro Stadium 

Built around an existing polo field, the 
temporary stadium will host mgby 
and the equestrian and running/ 
shooting in the modem pentathlon. 

Marina da Gloria 

The base for the sailing taking place 
in the waters of Guanabara Bay 
includes a new roof, event areas and a 
temporary pier for spectators. 

Olympic Tennis Centre 

Some of the centre’s 16 courts are 
temporary, but the centre court and its 
facilities are permanent and will be 
one of the Games’ biggest legacies. 

Maracanazinho 

Volleyball’s traditional home in Brazil 
features one renovated training court 
and a temporary one for the Games. 

Amazonia Arena 

Built for the 2014 World Cup, the 
stadium in Manaus will host six 
group-stages football matches. 

Corinthians Arena 

Also constructed for the World Cup, 
the home of Corinthians is in Sao 
Paulo. It will host group and 
quarter-final matches plus a men’s 
semi-final and women’s bronze game. 

Fonte Nova Arena 

Renovated for the World Cup, the 
stadium in Salvador hosts eight group 
matches and two quarter-finals, one 
men’s and one women’s. 

Mane Garrincha Stadium 

Brasilia hosts eight group-stage 
matches, including the opener in the 
men’s event, and two quarter-finals. 

Mineirao 

Belo Horizonte hosts six group games, 
two quarter-finals, a women’s 
semi-final and the men’s play-off.

My faith in a 
clean Games

THE run-up to Rio 2016 has been 
under a cloud, but the Olympics will 
always be about the human spirit 
and overcoming adversity. 

Being an Olympian is such a 
special thing and, despite the pain 
and controversy of recent days, once 
the action starts I’m sure we will 
experience a lot more joy. 

There is no doubt Russia, with all 
the deception and corruption, have 
taken cheating to a totally different 
level. 

My heart goes out to those 
Russian athletes who haven’t 
cheated and won’t be able to 
compete in track and field in Rio, 
but the blame isn’t just on the 
athletes that cheat. The sport, and 
the IOC’s decision not to impose a 
blanket ban on Russia in Rio, is a 
case in point, makes it too easy to 
cheat. 

To get back to the essence of the 
Olympic Games, any athlete who 
has served a ban for performance 
enhancing drugs from whatever 
country should be banned from the 
Olympics. It is that simple. 

At the moment there are so many 
organisations who have to put their 
hands up and say ‘Maybe we 
haven’t done our jobs right’. 

It is still easy for me to get 
excited, however, because I 
understand the power of the 
Olympics. It has given me so much. 

I grew up on a council estate, no 
father. Without watching the 
Olympics at the age of 12 I would 
definitely not be the person I am 
today. 

I think Usain Bolt will be the big 
star again in Rio. It’s his last 
Olympic Games and it will be 
emotional because if he won his 
titles for a third time it would take 
him to a level where you would 
have to ask ‘Is he the greatest 
Olympian ever?’ 

If you were in athletics you knew 
about Usain Bolt running 20.00 secs 
for the 200m at 15 and knew he was 
going to drop his time as he 
developed. You can justify why 
he does what he does and in 
the past we have not been 
able to justify necessarily 
why people are achieving 
and that’s where you 
create the cloud. 

I have always said if 
Usain Bolt tests positive 
I am done. There is no 
point. I wouldn’t ever 
100 per cent 
guarantee 
anybody because 
I don’t live their 
life, but Usain 
Bolt is the 
closest to me 
saying ‘Nah, no 
way’. Probably 
99.9999 

recurring. In my 


heart I don’t think he is a cheat. 

I am very excited about Britain’s 
prospects. 

London 2012 showed what is 
possible with hard work and 
determination. The crowd played a 
massive part in the success of Team 
GB, obviously they won’t have that 
advantage, but for some of them 
they also won’t have that pressure. 

That crowd intensity can inspire 
you to outperform or it can crush 
you. But if it does prove to be the 
cleanest Olympic Games, that also 
makes it a level playing field. And 
Brits are at their best when it is 
level. 

We know what Greg 
Rutherford, Jessica Ennis- 
Hill and Mo Farrah, are 
capable of and they can 
all win gold again. 

But I am excited 
about how youngsters 
such as Katarina 
Johnson-Thompson 
have developed 
from promising 
juniors into 
successful 
seniors, 
something 
Britain has 
got wrong in 
the past.

Dina 

Asher-Smith, 
the most 
natural athlete 


I have seen and who four years ago 
was in the Olympic stadium 
carrying kit for the stars. Now she 
can reach the 100m final and, as I 
showed in my career, if you can then 
hold your nerve anything is possible. 

Watch out for Scotland’s Eilidh 
Doyle in the 400m hurdles. She is 
coached by one of my old coaches, 
Malcolm Arnold, ran a personal best 
recently and I think she is going to 
shock everybody. 

All the British relay teams have a 
good chance and the men’s 4x100m 
team have got that ‘We will die for 
each other’ attitude. 

The Olympics are about 
inspiration. In Sydney cyclist Jason 
Queally won a surprise first British 
medal. I took inspiration from that. I 
went into the 200m believing 
anything was possible. I had only 
started running the 200m that year 
and by the end I was Olympic silver 
medallist. Belief is so important. 

It is also about staying calm. I 
remember walking to the line in the 
100m final in Sydney and thinking 
this is the most watched event in the 
Olympics. My legs were jelly and I 
underperformed. 

But when the 200m came around 
I realised I had worked so hard for 
this and needed to enjoy the moment 
to give my best. 

There has been lots of doom and 
gloom going on, but we got boosted 
by Andy Murray and Lewis 
Hamilton recently and I have this 
feeling that Britain will do well.

ADAM PEATY 
Swimming 

The 21-year-old will head to Rio as the reigning world 
record holder and world champion in both the 50m and 
100m breaststroke, making him a huge favourite to claim 
Great Britain’s first men’s Olympic swimming title since 
Adrian Moorhouse in 1988. 

MAX WHITLOCK 
Gymnastics 

A double bronze medallist in London, Whitlock became the 
first British man to win an individual world gymnastics title 
in Glasgow in 2015. Favourite on the pommel, Whitlock 
could also challenge Japanese great Kohei Uchimura for the 
all-around title. 

LIZZIE ARMITSTEAD 
Cycling 

The Otley star was pipped to road race gold in 2012 by 
Marianne Vos. But she bounced back to win the world title 
in Richmond, Virginia in 2015, making her the racer to beat 
in one of the first gold medal events of the Games. 

JESSICA ENNIS-HILL 
Athletics 

It has been far from plain sailing for Ennis-Hill since her 
historic heptathlon triumph in 2012. But since her return 
from time out to start a family, she has shown glimpses of 
the form that swept her to gold in London. 

MO FARAH 
Athletics 

Farah faces a monumental task to repeat his double-winning 
feat of four years ago. But he managed to claim both 5000m 
and 10000m titles at the 2015 World Championships and 
will accept nothing less than a repeat. 



NICOLA ADAMS 
Boxing 

All-conquering Adams recently added the world title to her 
ever-growing collection of honours at the fourth time of 
trying. The flyweight is set to become the first Briton to 
retain an Olympic boxing gold medal since Harry Mallin 
in 1924. 

ALISTAIR BROWNLEE 
Triathlon 

The bane of his younger brother Jonny, Leeds triathlete 
Alistair Brownlee continues to conquer his rivals with 
apparent ease. A brotherly one-two is the most likely 
outcome in Rio - with Ali edging it yet again. 

BIANCA WALKDEN 
Taekwondo 

Her team-mate and best friend Jade Jones may get closer 
attention, but Walkden is the reigning world champion in 
the women’s +73kg division and will head into the Games 
on the back of a long unbeaten streak. 

CHARLOTTE DUJARDIN 
Equestrian 

Nothing Charlotte Dujardin has done since winning her two 
dressage gold medals in London suggests she will not be on 
top of the podium again. The 30-year-old goes to Rio as a 
double defending world champion. 

GILES SCOTT 
Sailing 

A four-time world champion in the Finn class, Scott has 
dominated his category since missing out on a place at 
London 2012, only recently seeing a three-year unbeaten 
run come to an end.

In hot pursuit 

Team man Clancy chasing third straight Games gold medal

SIR BRADLEY WIGGINS aims for a 
gold medal at a fourth successive 
Olympics - and an often unheralded 
team-mate is targeting a third straight 
Games gold in the same event. 

Like sprinter Jason Kenny, Ed 
Clancy won gold medals in Beijing 
and London, and is aiming for a 
hat-trick in Rio. 

The 31-year-old Yorkshireman is the 
consummate team man, and both of 
his Olympic titles have come in the 
men’s team pursuit. 

He is the one constant presence in 
the four-man, four-kilometre discipline 
from the last two Games, with 
Wiggins winning the event in China, 
but claiming the road time-trial title at 
London 2012. 

Clancy, who won omnium bronze at 
London 2012, thrives on the 
camaraderie. “Some days you look out 
the window and it’s hailing and you’ve 
got seven hours to do,” he said. 

“It’s easier to do it with your mates. 
It’s easier to go the extra mile with 
your team-mates because you’re doing 
it with a good group of people.” 

There was a time when Clancy 
feared for his Olympic chances. He 



required a back operation after 
slipping a disc picking up his kit bag 
after a training session last September. 

He was only able to walk 12 weeks 
before March’s Track World 
Championships in London, but defied 
expectations to step up, compete - and 
complete - the 4km in the gold medal 
race-off with Australia, when Britain 
were narrowly beaten. 

“I was about 70 per cent at the 
worlds,” added Clancy. “I can 
contribute a lot more to the team now 
than I could then. The selectors didn’t 
necessarily put me in the team for 


performance reasons, they just wanted 
me to be part of the team and give me 
a bit of a carrot. 

“If I hadn’t ridden in the worlds, it 
would have been a long time since I 
rode a world-class TP with the boys.” 

Clancy’s place in the omnium is to 
be taken by Mark Cavendish, who is 
also reserve rider in the team pursuit. 

Cavendish has not ridden a top-level 
team pursuit since bursting on to the 
road to great effect, winning his first 
Tour de France stages in 2008. 

But Clancy has backed his friend to 
step in if need be, with the second 
round and final in close proximity on 
Friday, August 12. “Until fairly 
recently he was quite average, but in 
the last couple of weeks he made 
massive gains,” said Clancy, speaking 
before the Tour, where Cavendish 
wore the yellow jersey for the first 
time. “I think right now you’d for sure 
have Cav as the fifth man.” 

World champions Australia are 
Britain’s fiercest rivals for Olympic 
gold. The expectation is that the world 
record of 3min 51.659sec set by 
Britain at London 2012 will go. 

“The goal now is to eat, sleep and 
dream about riding bikes and whatever 
will be will be,” said Clancy.

■ Brazil boasts 101 Formula One 
Grand Prix wins, most split 
between its three world 
champions, Emerson Fittipaldi, 
Nelson Piquet and Ayrton 
Senna. The others were won by 
Rubens Barrichello, Felipe Massa 
and Carlos Pace. 

■ In 2001 Sao Paolo-born Vanessa 
Menga became the first active 
professional tennis player to pose 
nude for Playboy.

Mo Farah goes for another gold in the 10,000m 
and Ennis-Hill and Johnson-Thompson 
complete the heptathlon with the 800m. 

Further medals could come at the 
velodrome with Laura Trott in the women’s 
team pursuit looking to defend their title and 
former world champion Becky James in the 
Keirin, while in rowing the women’s eight will 
look to add Olympic gold to their European 
title and world silver. 

Sunday, August 14 

The controversial men’s golf event comes to a 
conclusion with a surprise champion more 
likely after the withdrawal of several 
high-profile names, including Rory Mcllroy, 
Jason Day and Jordan Spieth. 

Tennis has become more popular with the 
top players after a similarly shaky return to the 
Games in 1988, and Andy Murray will hope to 
be in position to defend his men’s singles title. 
World champion Max Whitlock and 
Olympic silver medallist Louis Smith will 
do battle for the top step of the 
podium in the men’s pommel horse 
final. In the evening, all eyes will be on 
the track as Jamaican superstar Usain 
Bolt bids for a third straight 100m 
title. 

Monday, August 15 

On the track, Kenya’s David 
Rudisha will try to retain his 
title in the men’s 800m, 
while 2008 champion 
Christine Ohuruogu is set 
to battle American 
r son Felix in the 
Dmen’s 400m.

open water swimming, takes place, with 
Keri-Anne Payne looking go one better than 
her silver medal in Beijing. Or, for a complete 
change of pace, the individual dressage 
competition will see Charlotte Dujardin among 
the gold medal favourites. 

Tuesday, August 16 
Britain could claim three medals on the final 
day of action at the velodrome, with the 
omnium (Laura Trott), men’s Keirin (Jason 
Kenny) and women’s sprint (Becky James) all 
coming to a conclusion. 

In boxing, defending champion Nicola 
Adams will expect to have reached the 
quarter-finals in the women’s flyweight division 
as she looks to become the first Briton to 
retain an Olympic title. 

Wednesday, August 17 
Britain’s Shara Proctor should be a strong 
contender for a medal in the women’s long 
jump final, while team-mate Tiffany Porter will 
have similar aspirations in the 100m hurdles. 

The showjumping team medals are decided, 
with Great Britain defending the title won after 
a dramatic jump-off against Holland in London. 
The taekwondo starts with Britain’s Jade Jones 
out to defend her title in the 57kg category. 
Thursday, August 18 
The Brownlee brothers will carry Britain’s 
hopes in the triathlon with Alistair defending 
his title and Jonny also expected to do battle 
fora place on the podium. 

Fitness permitting, Bolt will be a massive 
favourite to win the men’s 200m, where 
Britain’s Adam Gemili will look to give the 
Jamaican a real run for his money. 

Friday, August 19 

Former world champion Liam Phillips will hope 
to contest the BMX final and erase the 
memories of crashing at the same stage in 
London 2012. The lightweight final in the 
women’s boxing competition takes place, with 
Ireland’s Katie Taylor the defending champion. 
Saturday, August 20 
A busy day sees the medals decided in the 
women’s golf event and the athletics 
programme also coming to an end. 

Farah will race for what he hopes to be a 
second gold of the Games in the 5,000m, 
while South Africa’s Caster Semenya is shaping 
up to be a big favourite in the women’s 800m. 
The last action sees the fast and furious 
4x400m relays for men and women. 

Away from the track, Britain’s Non Stanford, 
Helen Jenkins and Vicky Holland will contest 
the women’s triathlon, while diver Tom Daley 
faces the semi-finals and final of the men’s 10m 
platform, out to improve on bronze in 2012.

The latest edition of the ‘Dream Team’ will be 
expected to claim basketball gold for the 
United States for the sixth time in the last 
seven Olympics, with Kevin Durant and 
Carmelo Anthony the only players with Games 
experience after a flurry of withdrawals.

History on world champion’s side

ADAM PEATY is determined to seize 
the opportunity to join an elite club at 
the Rio Olympics. 

David Wilkie, Duncan Goodhew, 
Adrian Moorhouse... Peaty? 

The 21-year-old City of Derby 
swimmer is aware of Britain’s 
breaststroke pedigree, with Wilkie, 
Goodhew and Moorhouse previous 
winners of Olympic gold. 

Moorhouse’s win in Seoul in 1988 
was the most recent gold medal by a 
British male swimmer, 28 years ago. 
Peaty is also well aware that, as world 


record holder, world, European and 
Commonwealth champion, there is an 
expectation that he will join a select 
few by winning the men’s 100m 
breaststroke on August 7. 

“That history behind it will be very 
good to have,” said Peaty. “I’m very 
confident it’s achievable. All I’ve got 
to do now is believe, and I’ve been 
doing that for seven years. 

“I don’t have to change anything. 
I’ve just got to have that confidence in 
my race. I’m world record holder, and 
that’s exactly what you need.” 

Peaty, with his world record of 
57.92 seconds, is the only man to have 


swum below 58 seconds over two 
lengths of breaststroke in the history 
of the sport. 

He will aim to swim faster than ever 
in Rio on the second day of the 
swimming competition and emulate 
his mentor, Rebecca Adlington. 

There were 48 years between British 
female Olympic champions in the 
swimming pool, as Adlington’s double 
success in Beijing in 2008 was 
witnessed by Anita Lonsbrough, who 
had won in Rome in 1960. 

Adlington won two bronze medals 
in London four years later as, coupled 
with Michael Jamieson’s silver in the 


200m breaststroke, Britain floundered 
in the pool. 

Peaty is all too aware of the 
potential pitfalls. 

He is coached by Melanie Marshall, 
who was ranked world No.l for 200m 
freestyle going into the 2004 Olympics 
in Athens, but finished only eighth in 
her semi-final. 

She reminds Peaty of her 
performance, perhaps as a prompt to 
avoid complacency and to keep focus. 

Peaty said: “She didn’t have a great 
Olympic Games at all. She went in 
first, came out 17th. She says that most 
days. I want to go to the Olympics, 


make her proud and be that figure that 
she’s proud of.” 

It is feasible that James Guy, 200m 
freestyle world champion and 400m 
silver medallist, could beat Peaty to a 
place in the record books. Guy races 
over four lengths on the opening day. 

And Peaty anticipates Britain will 
have a more fruitful Games than four 
years ago. He added: “We’re definitely 
going to perform well as a team. 
Compared to London 2012, the British 
swim team is hopefully not going to be 
even recognisable. Every day’s going 
to be stacked, and we’re going to have 
a lot of depth in every field hopefully.”

Glover and Stanning reign 
supreme in search of repeat

A ‘HEALTHY paranoia’ has ensured 
no complacency from Helen Glover 
as she and Heather Stanning bid to 
claim a second Olympic title in Rio. 

Glover and Stanning won 
Britain’s first gold of the London 
2012 Olympics four years ago at 
Eton Domey to settle the host 
nation’s nerves on day five. 

The duo are unbeaten in the 
women’s pair since 2011, and are 
strongly fancied for Rio, having 
won world and European titles in 
the intervening years. 

The unbeaten streak was not a 
target, but now Glover believes 
momentum is essential. 

She said: “There’s no harm in 
losing races, but if I was going to 
lose a race, the best point would 
have been the early point of the 
Olympic cycle. 

“You want to have a good 
winning roll going into Rio. Any 
losses needed to come early, they 
didn’t come early, so I didn’t want 
to lose after that. 

“It got to a point where I felt 
losing would impact on Rio. We 
haven’t had a race so far where I’ve 
felt ‘we’re going to lose this’. We’ve 
always maintained control. 

“There have definitely been 
periods of healthy paranoia through 
training where you think ‘is this 
good enough to keep us going?’. It 
usually lasts to the next race or the 
next season. 

“It’s never been ‘are we good 
enough to stay unbeaten?’. I think 
we’ve always found that fairly 


irrelevant in the scheme of things. 
It’s probably something that once 
we’ve retired we’ll look back on 
with a lot of pride.” 

British Rowing performance 
director Sir David Tanner described 
Stanning and Glover’s world title 
win in France in 2015 as “one of the 
best GB performances of all time”. 

“That’s huge,” Glover added. 
“Words like that don’t come out of 
his mouth very often. What’s great 
for us is it reflects how we feel 
about the way we performed.” 

The pair’s Olympic gold was 
swiftly followed by Britain’s second 
four years ago, for cyclist Bradley 
Wiggins in the road time-trial. 

It will be hoped Britain have got 


off the mark before day five in Rio, 
when Glover and Stanning should 
be racing in their final. 

Glover does not believe the 
performances of Team GB as a 
whole - in other sports and 
disciplines - has an impact. 

The 30-year-old from Truro 
added: “Maybe some people feel 
excitement, a buzz, a sense of 
possibility when other members of 
Team GB win, but I don’t see why 
you would. 

“It doesn’t affect your chances, if 
you’re a totally different person in a 
different sport, but it’s great if it 
does. I feel you put your head down 
into your own racing and shouldn’t 
be affected by others.”

HISTORY-MAKER Nicola Adams 
is adamant she will take nothing for 
granted as she bids to become the 
first British boxer to retain an 
Olympic title in 92 years. 

Adams will head for Brazil as the 
huge favourite in the women’s 
flyweight category after recently 
adding an elusive World 
Championship gold to the Olympic 
crown she claimed in London four 
years ago. 

But two recent shock defeats for 
Ireland’s Katie Taylor - considered, 
along with Adams, to be the 
invincible leaders of the women’s 
boxing revolution - have focused 
the 33-year-old’s mind on the task. 

Taylor, unbeaten since her own 
historic triumph in London, was 
shocked by Yana Alekseevna in the 
World Championships in Astana, 
and then suffered another close 
defeat having secured her place in 
Rio at the final qualifying 
tournament in Turkey. 

Adams said: “I never under¬ 
estimate any of my opponents, 
because I know the average fighter 
can turn into a world-beater when 
they get into the ring against the 
likes of me or Katie. 

“They know they’ve got nothing 
to lose because they’re the 
underdogs, and I have got to keep 
that in mind. I learned during the 
World Championships that I have to 
take every opponent seriously.” 

Despite Adams apparently 
cruising to her first world title after

a string of three silver medals had 
made it the only major title not in 
her collection, she was pushed to a 
split decision win over emerging 
Chinese Taipei fighter Yu-Ting Lin. 

And Adams acknowledges that in 
some respects she is finding the 
stiffer competition as a direct result 
of her role in helping spread the 
word about top-level women’s 
boxing around the world. 

“Things have changed so much 
from when I first started, and since 
women’s boxing got into the 
Olympics it has just boomed,” she 
said. “Almost every boxing gym 
seems to have girls fighting in them 
these days. 

“Of course it makes it harder for 
us, but it is a great thing that the 
talent is getting better and better. 
With Katie being beaten, it shows 
that talent is continuing to rise, and 
it will keep me on my toes for every 
minute in Rio.” 

Key to Adams’ grounded attitude 
is her memories of the pre-Olympic 
days when she battled to scrape the 
money to attend tournaments as well 
as beating a debilitating and 
career-threatening back injury. 

“Those days are over,” added 
Adams. “Now I spend my off-time 
going to awards shows and movie 
premieres, meeting the Queen and 
getting an MBE. It’s been a really 
nice four years - but now it’s back 
to business.”

The Rio Olympics 
promise to provide 
another sporting feast 
of spectacular deeds, 
record-breaking feats 
and high drama. Here, 
we look back over 
more than 100 years 
of Olympic history and 
identify arguably the 
10 greatest Olympians 


CARL LEWIS 
United States, athletics 

A phenomenal all-round athlete who 
took the Olympics by storm, Lewis 
announced his Games arrival at Los 
Angeles 32 years ago, where he won 
four gold medals (100 metres, 200m, 
long jump and 4x100m relay). In 
Seoul four years later, he captured 
100m and long jump gold, plus 200m 
silver, while further long jump golds 
followed in 1992 and 1996, plus 
another relay gold. 

NADIA COMANECI 
Romania, gymnastics 

Comaneci took the sporting world by 
storm, aged only 14, at the 1976 
Montreal Olympics. During the team 
competition, her performance on the 
uneven bars gained her a perfect score 
of 10, the first time such a mark had 
been awarded in Olympic history. It 
was initially displayed as 1.00, with 
the scoreboard unable to cope, but it 
was soon rectified and the enormity of 
her feat began to sink in. Comaneci 
won three golds at Montreal, then two 
more in Moscow four years later. 

MICHAEL PHELPS 
United States, swimming 

Phelps is the most decorated Olympian 
history, collecting a staggering 22 
medals. Remarkably, 18 of those were 
gold, with six won at Athens 2004, 
eight more in Beijing four years later 
and then another four at London 2012. 
The collection is made up of two silver 
and two bronze, and he will feature in 
Rio after coming out of retirement. 


JESSE OWENS 
United States, athletics 

The 1936 Olympics in Berlin will 
forever be remembered as the Games 
when Owens broke down boundaries 
for black athletes. In the face of Adolf 
Hitler’s intimidating claims of Aryan 
supremacy, the American won gold 
medals in the 100m, 200m, sprint 
relay and long jump. A year earlier, he 
had set an astonishing five world 
records in a single day - and equalled 
a sixth - while his world long-jump 
record stood for more than 25 years. 

MARK SPITZ 

United States, swimming 

Spitz is a nine-time Olympic 
champion and former world record 
holder in seven different events. He 
won seven golds at the ill-fated 
Munich Games in 1972, a record held 
until Michael Phelps broke it 36 years 
later. Spitz set world records in all of 
his Munich Olympics events and was 
the Olympic movement’s most 
decorated swimmer until Phelps 
appeared on the scene. 

PAAVO NURMI 
Finland, athletics 

Nurmi dominated the world of 
distance running in the 1920s, winning 
nine Olympic gold medals and adding 
three silvers for a record total of 12. 

He won Olympic titles at 1500m, 
3,000m, 5,000m, 10,000m and 
cross-country. Nicknamed The Flying 
Finn, he carried the flame when 
Helsinki hosted the Olympic Games in 
1952. 



SIR CHRIS HOY 
Great Britain, cycling 
Britain’s golden Olympian, the 
Scotsman’s total of six golds 
is a British record. Time-trial 
glory at Athens 2004 was 
followed by three golds - 
sprint, team sprint and keirin 
- in Beijing four years later, 
before another two golds at 
London 2012 to take him past 
rower Sir Steve Redgrave as 
the greatest gold medal¬ 
winning British Olympian. He 
was also the first British 
athlete since 1908 to win three 
golds at one Olympics, and is 
the most successful Olympic 
cyclist ever. 


USAIN BOLT 
Jamaica, athletics 

The Lightning Bolt struck 
spectacularly at the Beijing Olympics 
and London 2012, twice winning a 
gold medal treble of 100m, 200m and 
4x100m relay titles. A charismatic 
sportsman with an enormous 
worldwide following, Bolt also holds 
the 100m and 200m world records and 
will head to Rio for what will be his 
final Olympics before his intended 
retirement after next year’s World 
Championships. 

TEOFILO STEVENSON 
Cuba, boxing 

One of only three boxers in Olympic 
history to win three gold medals - 
Laszlo Papp and Stevenson’s fellow 
Cuban Felix Savon are the others - 
Stevenson dominated the heavyweight 
division as he triumphed in 1972, 1976 
and 1980. He also won three world 
amateur titles over a 12-year period 
and is arguably the most famous 
Cuban sportsman of all. 

BOB BEAMON 
United States, athletics 

Long jumper Beamon achieved what 
remains among the greatest Olympic 
perormances, leaping an astonishing 
29ft, 2 x /ivn at Mexico City in 1968 to 
win gold. It was more than a foot clear 
of any other previously recorded jump, 
as Beamon almost leapt out of the 
Mexico long jump pit. His world 
record lasted for 23 years until it was 
broken by his fellow American Mike 
Powell.

The impossible 
dream for GB? 

Medal target reduced after heady heights of London 2012 


IN common with many recent 
Olympics, Rio 2016 has had its share 
of preparation problems. 

Golfers and tennis stars withdrawing 
because of the Zika vims, favela 
protests, economic turmoil, traffic 
congestion, water pollution, the 
Russian doping scandal. 

Yet when the action starts with the 
opening ceremony the chances are that 
Rio, with its fun-loving population, 
will put aside its problems, 
embrace the Games and a party 
atmosphere will ensue, just as it 
did in Sydney, Athens, Beijing and 
London. 

It might not reach the heights of 
London 2012, which set the 
bar impossibly high, 
although that might be a 
concern for Britain more 
than Brazil. 

Team GB won 65 
medals in London, 29 
gold, 17 silver and 19

bronze, its best haul for 104 years, and 
finished third in the medals table. It 
was justification for the £9billion cost 
of the Games, although the legacy in 
increased and continued sporting 
participation still has to be realised. 

For British competitors in Rio, 
however, it has pumped up the 

pressure. The ambition this time is 
to go even better, and there is 
nothing wrong in reaching for 
the stars. 

However, there is no realistic 
expectation that the London total 
can be eclipsed. UK Sport, the 
funding agency, while hoping 
for as many as 79 
medals, have therefore 
set a target of at least 
48, which would 
eclipse the Beijing 
total of 47 and be 
impressive considering 


just 20 years ago in Atlanta Britain 
finished 36th in the medals table with 
only one gold. 

So where might Britain excel? 
No-one will be more committed than 
Andy Murray, following his second 
Wimbledon triumph, when he starts 
the defence of his Olympic tennis title, 
although Novak Djokovic, chastened 
by his early Wimbledon exit, might 
prove an obstacle to gold. 

Cycling, as usual, should be a 
source of medals, especially with 
Laura Trott in action, although the 
sport’s target of eight to 10 medals 
might be optimistic considering the era 
of Sir Chris Hoy has faded to history. 

Athletics has been charged with 
seven to nine medals with Mo Farah 
and Greg Rutherford expected to 
repeat their feats of four years ago, 
while heptathlete Jessica Ennis-Hill is 
predicted to gain silver this time 
behind compatriot and rising star 
Katarina Johnson-Thompson. 




Triathlon’s Alistair Brownlee also has 
high hopes of gold again. 

Boxing’s Nicola Adams looks set to 
retain her Olympic title and, in the 
pool, Adam Peaty and James Guy will 
have gold in their sights. 

Sailing, with Giles Scott in the Finn 
class, and rowing, featuring defending 
pairs champions Helen Glover and 
Heather Stanning, are always a 
reliable source of British medals. 
Gymnast Max Whitlock could also 
return with gold.

V40: UK’s safest used car

THE first ever safety accolade for 
used cars has gone to the Volvo 
V40 thanks to its ‘class-leading’ 
safety technology. 

The Swedish model has been 
presented with the Co-op Safe 
Used Car 2016 award - a new 
initiative by Co-op Insurance 
designed to highlight the safest 
used cars typically bought by 
families in the UK. 

Working in collaboration with 
safety experts Thatcham 
Research, Co-op Insurance 
awarded the inaugural trophy to 
the V40 with Driver Support Pack, 
which beat strong competition 
from the Volkswagen Golf and 
Nissan Qashqai to claim the title. 

In order to be in the running for 
the award - the first to recognise 
safety in the UK used car market 
- all the contenders had to have a 
five-star Euro NCAP crash test 
rating, C02 emissions of 120g/km 
or lower and be available to buy 
on the second-hand market for 
£15,000 or less. 

The cars were then evaluated 
further on their crash worthiness, 
which included ratings for adult, 
child and pedestrian protection, 
and the availability of autono¬ 
mous emergency braking (AEB). 

The Volvo V40 received the top 
rating of five stars in its Euro 


NCAP crash test in 2012, and its 
overall scores are still the highest 
ever recorded by the safety 
assessment institute. 

The V40 was one of the first cars 
to have AEB as standard. The 
system works at speeds of up to 
31mph and will automatically 
apply the brakes if it senses a 
crash to avoid the collision or 
lessen its severity. The V40 was 
also the first car in the world to 
come with an airbag to protect 
pedestrians in an accident. 


The optional Driver Support 
Pack for the V40 provides class¬ 
leading safety technology, includ¬ 
ing pedestrian and cyclist detec¬ 
tion, adaptive cruise control, lane 
keeping aid, blind spot informa¬ 
tion system with cross traffic 
alert, road sign information, and 
collision warning with full auto 
brake which is capable of working 
at all speeds. 

James Hillon, director of prod¬ 
ucts at Co-op Insurance, said: 

“We are keen to help educate 


people not only about car safety, 
but about what they should be 
thinking about before they even 
set foot on a car forecourt. 

“The Volvo V40 was awarded the 
accolade because it is a perfect 
example of a reasonably priced 
car that has a large number of 
safety features as standard, even 
on older models.” 

He added: “Where it really 
shines, though, is in the standard 
of collision-avoidance technology 
available.”

IT’S the plea being made by hot 
hatch fans since the Peugeot 308 
was voted European Car of the 
Year. 

Not satisfied with the warmer 
GT and GT Line versions of 
the compact Pug, enthusiasts 
wanted something a bit more 
volcanic - like a full-blown fire¬ 
breathing GTi.

LATEST CACTUS IS 
ALL WHITE

AN upmarket version of the C4 Cactus 
with a pearl white finish is being 
released by Citroen. 

The C4 Cactus W special edition is 
priced from £18,890 and will be 
available with a choice of petrol or 
diesel engines with manual 
transmissions. 

Based on the range topping Flair models 
the specials have white paint jobs, white 
door mirror caps and white roof bars 
with the distinctive Airbump side panels 
finished in a sandy colour. 

Costing some £1,100 more than the 
standard Cactus, the W specials also 
come with white 17-inch alloy wheels, 
darkened rear windows and are fitted 
with sat nav, automatic air conditioning 
and a high definition reversing camera. 
A panoramic sunroof is a £425 option as 
is black part-leather upholstery at £695. 
The petrol version is fitted with 
Citroen’s award-winning three cylinder 
1.2-litre PureTech llOps engine which 
has emissions of lOOg/km and with

SCREEN CHANGE SAFETY WARNING By: Chris Russon 



DRIVERS of cars equipped with high tech safety systems are being warned to double check if they have a replacement 
windscreen fitted. Safety experts at Thatcham Research say that devices such as lane departure warning systems and 
emergency braking sensors may need to be recalibrated when a damaged windscreen is changed. So-called Advanced 
Driver Assistance Systems (ADAS) use cameras and other types of sensors which are normally located between the glass 
and the rear view mir ror. Thatcham Research, in conjunction with National Windscreens and Nationwide Crash Repair 
Centreshave now drawn up a code of practice for technicians. “ADAS systems have become an integral feature on modem 
cars, with motorists increasingly putting their trust in the additional layer of safety that this technology provides,” said 
Andrew Miller, chief technology officer at Thatcham Research. “This code of practice is a recognition by the industry 
that, whilst ADAS technology is helping make vehicles that much safer, it is also going to put a much greater emphasis 
on ensuring that safety levels remain unaffected following a repair.” He said that motorists must make sure the safety 
devices have been checked to make sure they work correctly after a replacement and if in doubt should consult their 
local dealer. Roadside windscreen fitters also have a responsibility to inform the driver if the safety sensors have been 
properly calibrated. Mr Miller said that motorists needed to be aware of the technology fitted to their vehicles and should 
be encouraged to ask questions to ensure that the technology has been handled in the right way if a windscreen has to be 
replaced. Thatcham says that around six per cent of vehicles in the UK currently have ADAS technology and the number 
is expected to increase to 40 per cent by 2020. “The industry is proactively putting a best practice framework in place, 
which should provide great confidence to motorists that their safety is at the very heart of this initiative,” added Mr Miller. 
“However, motorists themselves do have a responsibility in ensuring they remain safe on the road and they are encouraged 
to ask questions following any repair to the windscreen to satisfy themselves that the technology on their car is being 
properly handled. If in any doubt, it’s imperative that they consult their own dealer for confirmation.” 


CAR SALES TO FLY INTO CYBERSPACE By: David Whinyates 

FORGET going to your friendly local dealer - car buying is set to move into cyberspace within the next five years. 
The prediction comes from a video company which believes that in the not too distant future the process of buying 
and selling cars will be done almost entirely remotely using video technology. Consumers already use video 
extensively in the shopping process, with 75 per cent of car buyers watching videos to research their next purchase 
before ever setting foot in a car showroom. And as smartphone software becomes ever more sophisticated and super¬ 
fast technology is introduced, that trend is expected to accelerate. Motorists will be haggling with dealers, agreeing 
part-exchange prices remotely and selling cars privately, all using video communication rather than face-to-face 
negotiation. The predictions come from automotive video specialist, CitNOW, which has published a paper on the 
current and future roles of video in automotive business. Video is already used by the car industry across the UK, 
with more than 50 per cent of the franchised dealer network using some form of personalised service to help customer 
relations in both car sales and workshops. CitNOW CEO Alistair Horsburgh says: “Within five years, the entire 
process of buying a new car, from researching different models to agreeing a price and a specification, will be done 
remotely. Motorists won’t ever have to visit the showroom, except perhaps to pick up the car they’ve ordered.” 
CitNOW’s research paper found that, through the use of personalised video, not only were motorists more likely to 
return to the same dealership for future purchases, but transactions were made quicker. “It all sounds a bit daunting,” 
says Horsburgh, “but it’s the way the whole industry is going. Consumers these days expect this level of convenience, 
speed and quality of service.”

Josh Cobb admitted there were a few nerves after 
Ben Duckett’s dismissal against Derbyshire 
Falcons last Sunday, although the 
Northamptonshire Steelbacks batsman put those 
behind him in style in the seven-wicket thrash¬ 
ing of their opponents. 

Duckett had smashed 70 off just 56 balls in the 
Steelbacks’ final group match of the One-Day Cup 
as they chased Derbyshire’s 272-7 before being 
bowled by Alex Hughes. 

Cobb had played the supporting role to that 
point, but the 25-year-old, who had already taken 
1-26 from five overs with the ball, took the lead for 
Northants, as he went on to bludgeon 88 off 91 
deliveries on a wicket that was gripping for the 
spinners. 

Cobb’s knock helped the hosts ease their way to a 


victory with eight overs to spare that eventually 
proved to be enough for them to reach the quarter 
finals of the competition as winners of the North 
Group after Yorkshire’s collapse at home to 
Warwickshire on Monday. 

Cobb said: “Just before Ben got out I had a couple 
of overs where I was chewing up a few dot balls 
and their spinners were on, bowling quite nicely, 
so I was a little bit apprehensive when Ben got out. 

“I knew, with a new batter coming in, it wouldn’t 
be easy and I’d have to take over, but luckily that 
kind of happened, but also from Rob’s [Keogh] 
point of view he didn’t chew up many dots. 

“He got off strike and got me back on strike, 
which is what I like. We just kept going from there 
and it was very clinical.” 

Northants had to wait for 24 hours before their 
progression was rubber-stamped and it is the first 
time since 2005 that the Steelbacks have reached 
the knock-out stages of a 50-over competition. 

It means this month will see them play in the last 
eight of two tournaments, as they had already 
reached the quarter finals of the T20 Blast - a 


superb achievement for a county with limited 
resources and a small squad that has been 
stretched by injuries this season. 

Cobb said: “Alex Wakely was saying we’ve not 
done it for a few years. I think we’ve got one foot in, 
so it would be exceptional to be in two competi¬ 
tions, especially where our bodies are at. There are 
a lot of sore bodies in the dressing room, a lot of ice 
going on and patch-up work. We’ve just got to keep 
fighting and things like this keep your season on 
the line and give you th as Northaings to play for.” 

Cobb is one of those bodies who are having to be 
carefully managed, as he has been playing on with 
a knee injury for over a month now and has been 
unable to train. 

“My knee has actually been alright,” Cobb said, 
adding: “It keeps going through stages where it’s 
agony and stages where I don’t really feel it, so I 
don’t know if it’s torn completely or whether it’s 
just hanging on. 

But I’ll keep fighting and keep trying to stay out 
there as long as I can. If we get to the finals then it 
will be worth it.”

Lawes to feel the gain this season after losing the pain 


SAINTS 


Courtney Lawes is hoping for a big 
season after the Northampton 
Saints and England lock’s success¬ 
ful surgery to cure a long-standing 
ankle injury that led to him playing 
through the pain barrier. 

It was an issue that sidelined him 
for a couple of spells last season, 
which turned out to be a stop-start 
affair, as it did for several other 
Northampton’s players during its 
course. 

After a hectic year, taking in the 
Rugby World Cup, one of the most 
intense seasons in Premiership his¬ 
tory and a post-season tour of 
Australia, Lawes saw this summer 


as the perfect opportunity to get 
the problem sorted - even if it did 
mean missing his stag do. 

The 27-year-old joined up with 
pre-season training this week and 
should now be ready for the start of 
a campaign that sees Saints looking 
the set the record straight after the 
disappointments of last year. 

Lawes said: “My ankle was playing 
up for a long time. I initially injured 
it about three years ago, so it’s been 
bad for a long, long while and it 
feels a lot better now. 

“Obviously I haven’t started run¬ 
ning yet, but in the gym, doing cer¬ 
tain things, it feels a lot better, so 
hopefully this season will be a big 
one for me. 

“It was a big clean out - there was 


a lot of crap in there that shouldn’t 
have been there - but like I said I’m 
looking forward to getting back out 
there and seeing how much of a dif¬ 
ference it’s going to make. 

“At the start of the season, and 
during it, hopefully I’ll be able to 
train a bit more and things like that 
so it’s onwards and upwards from 
here.” 

Despite playing with such an 
impediment, Lawes finished the 
season strongly, displaying some of 
his best form towards the end of it 
with Saints before playing a part in 
England’s series whitewash over 
Australia in their own back yard. 

It meant a happy ending to a cam¬ 
paign that started with Lawes limp¬ 
ing out of England’s World Cup 


match with Wales and having to 
watch on helplessly as the Red Rose 
were dumped out at the pool stage 
by the Wallabies the following 
week. 

On his experiences this summer, 
Lawes said: “It was wicked, unbe¬ 
lievable to have pulled it off. To go 
out there and get three wins is kind 
of unheard of. 

“Nobody, not even English fans 
probably, would have expected 
that, but it was great to be a part of 
something like that. 

“Dylan [Hartley] as captain has 
been brilliant - Eddie Jones knew 
what he wanted out of a captain 
and Dyls is certainly living up to it, 
so I’m sure that will continue and 
we’ll keep pushing forward.” 
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Page expects tough 
start against Rosier 



EYES AHEAD: Real test begins for Rob Page 


Rob Page doesn’t believe new Fleetwood 
manager Uwe Rosier will have had 
enough time to change too much ahead 
of Northampton Town’s opening game of 
the season. 

Former Brentford and Wigan boss 
Rosier was only appointed last Saturday 
to replace Steven Pressley, who surpris¬ 
ingly resigned earlier in the week after 
keeping Fleetwood in League One on the 
final day of the last campaign. 

But rather than this making the Cod 
Army an unknown quantity for the 
match at Sixfields, Page feels they may 
well set up just as they would have done 
had Pressley still been in charge. 

He said: “We know we’re going to be in 
for a tough game -1 managed against 
them twice last season [with Port Vale] 
and they’re a good footballing team. 

“I don’t think Uwe will change a lot in 
the week that he’s been there, so having 
watched their game against Wigan last 
Friday, they’ve got energy in their team, 
they’ve got pace, youth, they work their 
socks off. 

“They’ve got experience as well, with 
Chris Neal in goal, who I know from my 
Port Vale days, and they’ve got some 
good characters so it will be a great test 
and a great opportunity for the lads to 
put their stamp on it. 

“It’s the first game of the season and I 
speak for the players in saying they’re 
really looking forward to it.” 

Thankfully, Northampton’s injury 
situation is starting to clear with the real 
action about to begin, with winger Alfie 
Potter making his return from a muscle 
tear in the match at Eastleigh last week¬ 
end and others set to follow. 

Page said: “I thought Alfie looked really 
bright when he came on. He’s getting 
there and by the end of this week Sam 
Hoskins will be available, he’ll be 
training Thursday. 

“I think Brendan [Moloney] will be 
back the week after, Jak McCourt will be 
the week after. Raheem [Hanley] might 

be a little bit longer because his injury 
was a bit worse, but slowly but 
surely we’re getting them all back 
and fit.”

Northampton line up against 
Fleetwood Town at Sixfields on 
Saturday after what seems like an 
exceedingly short pre-season, 
with memories of the League Two 
title celebrations still fresh in the 
memory. But the Chris Wilder 
wedding is over and now it is the 
Page boy who has to step 
forward. 

New boss Rob Page will find 
Wilder a hard act to follow after 
what has been a ‘difficult’ pre¬ 
season of dodgy results and last- 
minute squad building. 

But, the signing of classy mid¬ 
fielder Matt Taylor may well signal 
that there is method to Page’s 
brinkmanship in the transfer 
market. 

League One is far from a vintage 
affair this time around with few 
standout promotion contenders 
nor anyone throwing their wallet 
around to any great extent. 

Let’s not forget that Town chair¬ 
man Kelvin Thomas has retained 
the majority of the trophy winners 
from last term. The loss of Ricky 
Holmes, the player with the 
X-factor, is an obvious blow while 
Nicky Adams’ set pieces will be 
missed but retaining star keeper 
Adam Smith and cult midfielder 
John-Joe O’Toole is a decent trade¬ 
off. 

Striker Alex Revell came in fairly 
early, a hold-up forward who has 
chipped in with a few goals 
throughout his career. Cobblers 
fans are still waiting for the final 
piece of the jigsaw up front how¬ 
ever, with Revell considered too 
similar to veteran hot-shot Marc 
Richards. 

Sixfields regulars are hoping 
that a fox in the box will be 
snapped up on the eve of the 
League opener to round off Page’s 
transfer business that has also 
seen young players acquired in 
the form of Harry Beautyman, 
Raheem Hanley and Aaron 
Phillips. 

Central defence looks a weak¬ 


ness for a Cobblers side that 
shipped four goals against non¬ 
league opposition Brackley Town 
and Eastleigh during pre-season. 

It is yet to be seen if confidence 
player Rod McDonald and new 
addition Gabriel Zakuani will be 
worried by balls in behind or 
plagued by unforced errors. 
Peterborough don’t let many good 
players go and the line from fans 
of local rivals Posh is that Zakuani 
may be past his best at 30. 

Kenji Gorre, the wide midfielder 
signed on loan from Swansea City 
till January, looks to be the man 
tasked with filling Ricky Holmes’ 
boots. The Dutch born trickster 
certainly has a decent pedigree 
from the Man United and Man 
City academies and can operate 
on either flank. 

While the focus is on the new 
boys, the old guard will need to hit 
the ground running in 2016/17. 


O’Toole needs to retain focus 
and a smile on his face while 
targeting a 10 goal haul. 
Meanwhile, full-backs Brendan 
Moloney and Dave Buchanan 
must stay injury free while stalk¬ 
ing the wings. 

Northampton’s surplus of mid¬ 
fielders means that Joel Byrom 
may find opportunities limited 
but his calm passing can still be a 
positive. Elsewhere, it’s a huge 
season for Lawson D’Ath who can 
utilise his decent technique to 
plague League One defences while 
Alfie Potter, if kept fit, can threat¬ 
en any left-back with his dribbling 
ability. 

So where does that leave 
Northampton in terms of their 
League One rivals? Sheffield 
United are the bookies title picks, 
but a best price of 5/1 shows they 
are uneasy favourites. Wilder’s 
transfer dealings at Bramall Lane 


have been modest and he’ll be 
under big pressure there from the 
off. 

I rate Millwall as real promotion 
contenders, the Lions knocking at 
the promotion door for a while 
and ably led by star striker Lee 
Gregory. 

Meanwhile, Peterborough, 
Bradford, Charlton and Bolton 
will all be difficult to beat. 

A lot comes down to Town boss 
Page finding Northampton’s mojo 
given the come down after a 
massive promotion party. Page 
seems the opposite of Wilder with 
a calm demeanour at odds with 
Wilder’s heart-on-his-sleeve 
passion. It’s the quiet ones that 
you have to watch out for though, 
and Northampton could be about 
to make a big noise in League One 
this season.

Matt Taylor believes he still has a lot to offer in 
League One after the veteran midfielder joined 
Northampton Town on a one-year contract on 
Monday. 

The 34-year-old former Portsmouth, Bolton 
and West Ham man - who lives in Oxford - ini¬ 
tially started training with the Cobblers to 
maintain his fitness last week, but did enough to 
persuade manager Rob Page to offer him a per¬ 
manent deal. 

Taylor had received offers from Championship 
clubs after his release from Burnley earlier the 
summer, but was waiting for a club to come in 
that meant he could spend more time with his 


family. Although he now gets to spend every 
night at home, the man with over 300 Premier 
League appearances under his belt insists he 
will be committed to the Cobblers’ cause. 

Taylor, who has played much of his career on 
the left wing, said: “I think, at the moment, my 
role will probably be in midfield. I still know 
that I have got more than enough to compete at 
this level. 

“I could have signed higher up, but I’ve been so 
impressed with the infrastructure of the club 
and the way that the manager has come across 
and the chairman as well and how they’ve made 
it very accommodating for me at the football 
club. 

“It was an easy decision for me - you’ll see that 
I’ve got plenty of room left to improve, but I’ve 
got to get in the team first.” 

It turns out Northampton have a former 
favourite to thank for Taylor first arriving at the 


club’s training base at Moulton College in the 
first place. 

Taylor said: “I phoned my old manager, Sean 
Dyche, who I’m very close to from Burnley last 
season, and Sean knows Rob and, with my loca¬ 
tion, he came up with the idea. 

“I spoke to Rob on the phone and to come in 
and train seemed a good fit for me and the rest 
kind of took care of itself. The manager has been 
very welcoming.” 

Taylor helped Burnley in their return to the 
Premier League and, given that hometown club 
Oxford United were one of the Cobblers’ nearest 
challengers, he was well aware of his future 
club’s soaring fortunes. 

He said: “They just seemed to go from strength 
to strength. My father-in-law won’t be happy 
with me telling this, as he’s an Oxford fan, but he 
wasn’t happy because they kept winning every 
week.” 
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
